"If they are froren in the fall, how 


prer, the ripening process is checked 
The vitality of the apple is simply sus- 
pended, and it only needs piopor tioat- 
incnt to rcstoie it to its natuial action. 
The trouble has always been that when 
a barrel of apples W\s found to be 
frozen it was rolled ott at once to a 
warm place and subjected to a rapid 
thawing 
Some people take the apples 


out of the barrel and plunge them 
in cold water 
to diaw tho 
fiost 


outr The result is a flabby, fleivoiless 
flint really not worth the room it oc- 
cupies and subject to speedy decay— 
all because of popular ignorance. A 
iiozcn apple is one of tho most sensi- 
tive things in the world 
Touch jour

thawed from the apple the spot touched 
•will be a mark of decay which spreads 
vapidly over the fruit.

simpler or rudor than the looms us«d 
by ancient wear«r». Were w« to com- 
pare these with the looms and other 
weaving apparatus of the present day, 
and reanon ther«from that, as the loom 
to must havo been the cloth produced 
tharefrom, w« would make srery great 
mistake. There are few art* which i)- 
lustrtita with equal force the argument 
In ftivor of the perfootion ofancien,6 
art HO well u ton of wearing. Ii 
would appear that <rar adrancement U 
not so much In the direction of quality 
M In thnt of quantity. There are few 
things we can do which were not done 
by the ancients equally perfectly. Kude 
?» wore their looms in ancient Effypt, 
they produced the far-famed fine linen 
no ofton mentioned in Scripture and 
the writing of other nationi. In order 
to show that this is not to bo regarded 
as a merely comparative term applica- 
ble to a former ago, we will here quote 
from G. Wilkinson respecting some 
mummy cloths examined by tha late 
Mr. Thompson, of Cllthoreej 
"My 


tlrst impression on seeing these cloths 
wai that the first kinds were muslins 
and of Indian manufacture! but thii 
gmpiclOB of their being cotton was 
noon removed by the microscope. Some 
were thin and transparent, and of 
dollcate texture, and the finest had one 
hundred and forty threads 
in th* 


inch in the warp." Some cloth that Mr. 
Wilkinson found In Thebes had one hun- 
dred and Qf ty two threads to tbe inch m 
the warp, but this is coarse when porn- 
pared to a plfce of linen cloth found m 
Memphis, which had five hundred and 
forty threads to the inch In the warp. 
How fine must threads bare been! In 
quoting this extract from Wilkinson to 
an old weaver, he flatly said It was im- 
possible, as no reed could bo made i>o 
fine. However, there would be more 
threads than one in the split, and by 
adopting this we can make cloth baring 
between f oar hundred and five hundred 
in the inch. The ancient cloths nre 
mnch finer In the warp than woof, pro- 
bably from want of appliances for driv- 
ing the weft close enough, as they do 
not appear to havo lays u we have 
for thu pnrpos*.

New fork Correspondence of the Boston 
Transcript. 


The growth of the business of the 


New York Post Office in ten years 
has been great. 
There were distrib- 


uted by carriers in 1874 54,000,000 
pieces of mail matter, through lock- 
boxes 34,000,000, making a total dis- 
tribution of 88,000,000 pieces. Last 
year the total delivery amounted to 
267,000,000 pieces. 
The volume of 


matter passing through the office in 
transit from 
other offices in this 


country and from foreign countries 
had increased from 03,000,000, each 
of which had to be handled sepa- 
rately, in 1880, to nearly 106,000,- 
000 pieces in 1834. 
In 1S80, 300,- 


000,000 pieces of mail matter of lo- 
cal origin were forwarded to cities 
outside of New York; last year the 
number was 419,000,000. 
The total 


number of pieces of mail matter of 
all kinds handled last year was 830,- 
000,000, a daily average of 2,400,000. 
The aggregate business of the money- 
order department of the office last 
year was nearly 173,000,000—more 
than double that of ten years ago.
